Saskatoon or saskatoon? 


* (From The Regina Leader-Post—July 23, 1956) 


A not insignificant effect of the numerous rains of 
this spring,and summer can ‘now be found all across the 
countryside of Saskatchewan. Selb 

Frequently, this effect can be noted by human beings, 
singly or collectively, carrying tins or pails or pans and 
assuming all manner of postures. 

They are picking saskatoons, that luscious prairie 

berry, with the sweet purple fruit. 

It is saskatoon season and saskatoon means pies, 
pies which appeal to the sense of taste and smell and 
sight. . 

Perhaps because its city bears an identical name, the 
Saskatoon Star-Phoenix has performed the service of repro- 
ducing the recipe fer saskatoon pie from the Golden Jubi- 
lee cook book compiled by the Saskatoon Homemakers’ 
clubs. d 

That recipe is reproduced here, not because the virtues 
of the saskatoon need to be sold to anyone, but because 
any cook welcomes the suggestion of variation: 

4 cups of fresh, or one quart of canned saskatoons; 

1 cup of’ sugar mixed with 1 tablespoon minute tapioca; 

1 tablespoon lemon juice; 

Line pie pan with pastry. Add above ingredients, put on 

top crust and bake % hour at about 450 degrees for 

cooked berries, or 15 minutes at 450 degrees and 4% hour 

at 350 degrees for uncooked berries. 

(Saskatoons may be canned without sugar or water 

especially for making pies.) 

- The Star-Phoenix has taken the liberty of upgrading 
the saskatoon berry, lower case ‘'s’’, to’ Saskatoon, upper 
case “S". Among many connoisseurs of fine foods, the 
promotion, above the ranking of the apple, the blue berry 
and the peach, may be wholly justified. 

Even the Cree Indians from whose word, misaskwato- 
min, the name saskatoon was somehow mysteriously de- 
rived, might approve. ; 

But it does not hold with Webster's dictionary, nor 
even with that final authority, the news desk of The 
Leader-Post. 

Perhaps, with the Star-Phoenix blessing, the city itself, 
whose residents consider their community unique in Can- 
ada, might go a step further. Perhaps they might down- 
grade the city’s name from Saskatoon to saskatoon, out 
of respect for the berry, with which its history is linked. 
Confusion be hanged. i 


Cities, however, may come gnd go. The simple and 
loyely saskatoon berry will outlast them all and continue 
to bring joy to men who live on these prairies and who 
love good things to eat.

Last night, Monday night of this week, we were in the 
local hospital when a mother and two little children, a 
baby boy of 11 months and a little girl of five years, the 
victims of a car accident, were admitted. We are not going 
to discuss car accidents. But we are going to say some- 
thing-about the people who are dedicated to our welfare 
after such things take place. ’ 


The obvious start to any reference to these people is, 
“Thank God for doctors and nurses.” If you could have 
seen the pitiful, bleeding little bodies (we did not see the 
mother) and heard their agonized whimperings, and then 
could have seen the speed and efficiency and concern of 
the doctors and nurses, you too would have fervently 
echoed our sentiments expressed above. 


Then, when it was all over and the little faces had 


been stitched and repaired and the bleeding stopped and 
the little ones mercifully in a drugged sleep, we saw the 


doctor sit down beside them in his sweat-soaked blood-* 


stained gown, and we looked into his drawn face. The 
father was there too, then, He had not been present at the 
accident. We saw the look in his face. And we, just a 
curious but sympathetic witness, could not help but think 
that we could have been that father. 

We saw these things in that moment of aftermath, 
when thoughts were mote eloquent than words, and we 
once again (because all of us have had our personal mo: 
ments in the past when we were grateful to the medical 
profession) thanked God that humanity continued to pro- 
duce such men and women who wolild take upon them- 
selves the care’of crippled and sick mankind. 3207

PEACE OF SOUL 
REWARD FOR 
RIGHTEOUS LIFE 

There is much in life that seems 
to contradict declarations concern- 
ing the morbid results of sin and 
evildoing. Paul, in his letter to the 
Galatians, referred to’ this "Wher 
he said that he had seen the wick- 
ed flourishing and “spreading him- 
self like a green bay tree.” Per, 
haps it was because some of these 
early Christians, suffering for con- 
science’s sake and seeing othets 
apparently in» ease and content> 
ment, may have been tempted to 
think that righteous livirg did not 
pay after all, that led Paul to be 
80 specific about it. He warned 
them not to be deceived, that God 
is not mocked, that whatever men 
sow they reap. « 

It is true that we live in a world 
where the innocent suffer with the 
guilty. Jesus never promised His 
disciples a calm or easy Way. He 
did promise them rest and peace. 
It is this that constitutes the dif- 
ference between those who suffer 
for righteousness’ sake or as inno- 
cent victims of the wrongdoing of 
others or from some _ innocent 
cause, and those "who suffer be- 
cause of their. evildoings. 

The records of sin and penalty 
are innumerable, Not long ago, a 
self-made millionaire in England 
killed himself. He had chosen the 
way of evil living, and the note 
he left behind expressed the view 
that all men were greedy vultures, 

How different is the way of the 
righteous, and how well this way 
is expressed in» the contrast be- 
tween darkness and light in John's 
first epistle. The way of darkness 
is the way of lying and destruc- 
tion, but the way of light is the 
way of cleanness and honor and 
good fellowship. John reminds us 
that we are never entirely free of 
evil, that if we say we have no
